Court. In such states a case from 
D istrict Court is appealed direct­ 
ly 
to 
the 
Supreme Court, 
the 
highest court of appeal in the 
state. 
In Texas, cases are appealed 
from a D istrict Court to one of 
eleven 
Courts of Civil Appeals. 
Sometimes the judgment of the 
latter court is final, as in ordi­ 
nary divorce cases not involving 
property. But if the cases meets 
certain 
requirement it 
may 
be 
further appealed to the Supreme 
Court of Texas. Criminal cases 
are 
appealed directly from the 
D istrict Court to the Court of 
Crim inal Appeals, which is the 
highest state court in crim inal 
m atters.- 
Federal 
cases 
are 
appealed 
from a U.S. D istrict Court to a 
Circuit 
Court 
of 
Appeals 
and 
from there to the Supreme Court 
of 
the 
United 
States, 
provided 
the latter will assume jurisdic­ 
tion of the m atter. 
W hen you 
appeal your case, i 
you ask th at the error you be­ 
lieve you have found be correct­ 
ed. If it was an error, th at is 
what 
will 
happen— the 
trial 
judge’s decision wilf be reversed. 
Sometimes the courts are com ­ 
pelled to decide a question one 
way because the law says so, but 
the results bring to light serious 
defects
